No excitement whatever was raised in the
pelgbborhood of Lbe house in which the dead
wis ennoled, Few gave tne immediate nelgn-
bors knew of 118 ocearrence, The wife of the
murdered man and the wifeof the marderer,
whatever iusy huve been Lhe relations of Lthelr
busbunds, were on the best ol terms, and afier
all was over they kindly and mutually oon-
soled ¢mnohh other. The demon whisky was at
the bottom of the whole aflair, According Lo
the admisslons of the murderer, both he and
his vietim hed been drinking daring the course
of the evening, ana perhaps that full lnvestiga-
tion of Lhe trusedg whioh must take place wiil
dirclose the faet Lhot both were sensibly noder
ithe n;tlmnuu of iguor.
